' Washington, June 4.—(Special.})— 
Representative Brand, of Athens, has 


introduced in the house a bill for 
creation of a federal farmers’ loan 
corporation, which would lend money 
to owners of land whose lands are 
now lying idle and to the tenant class 
who own no land. ; 

“No similar bill has ever heretofore 
“5 introduced in congress,” Brand 
said. 

“My purpose in introducing it is 
not to take the place of any of the 
agricultural bills now pending in the 
house and senate, but to take care of 
a class of farmers in the United States, 
both landowners and _ tenants, who 
have quit farming for the want of 
money to operate the farms.” ~~ 

The corporation would have a capi- 
tal stock of $200,000,000 subscribed by 
the government. It would exist for 
five years, after the expiration of 
which no loans will be made. 

The money for capitalization, under 
the bill, would come from the nearly 

,000,000 now in the treasury as 
the accumulated amount of excise 
taxes collected from cotton growers 
of the south between 1863 and 1868, 
which the southern states contend was 
collected illegally. This money really 
belongs to the farmers, Brand. said, 
and not to the government and there- 
fore his bill would take nothing from 
the treasury. Bills are now pending 
in congress to allow the states where 
this money was collected to sue the 
federal government for its return. 

Secretary Authorized. 

The Brand bill gives authority to 
the secretary of agriculture to cooper- 
ate with federal and state agencies, 

Those who would be eligible for mak- 
ing loans are owners of land who need 
money and cannot otherwise borrow 
it; farmers who own no land but want 
to purchase and stock land for the 
purpose of farming; tenants who own 
no lands but want to farm, and need 
money for purchase of seed, food sup- 
plies, fertilizer, live stock and equip- 
ment. 

Loans could also be secured to dis- 
charge mortgages ‘or other liens on 
farm lands which are now idle because 
of Jack of money to operate them. 

“Present loan agencies,” Brand said, 
“are not taking care of this class of. 
farmers and thousands of thousands 
of acres of land, not only in Georgia 
and other southern states but in west- 
ern states are lying idle because this 
class of farmers has no money and 
can’t borrow it from existing agencies 
for the purpose of cultivating lands.” 


Security Clauses. 


Security for loans is provided for 
as follows: 


By mortgage on real estate owned 
by the farmer; by mortgage on real 
estate which the farmer desires to 

urchase for farming; by mortgage or 
ien on personal property; by ware- 
house receipts and shipping documents 
on agricultural products; for the ten- 
ant ‘class by mortgage or lien on grow- 
ing crops or crops to be grown; and 
loans either to the landlords or tenant 
class upon personal indersement. 

The terms of loans are as follows: 

Loans on real estate shall run for 
15 years, shall bear interest at the 
rate of two per cent per annum after 
five years from date of the loan, but 
shall not bear interest for the first 
five years, 

Loans on personal property shall 
run for three years from the date of 
the loan, with interest at the rate of 
two per cent after the expiration of 
one year, with no interest for the first 
year. 

Loans on agricultural products and 
crops growing and to be grown, sijall 
run for one year and shall bear in- 
terest at the rate of One per cent. . 

Loans on personal indorsement, not 
in excess of $1,000, at the rate of two 
per cent.

I have two sons, aged 16 and 18 
Neither of them drinks or 
smokes, but they are not sissies. by 
any means. I want them to continue 
to be decent and at the same time 
perfectly sure of themselves and of 
what they are doing as they grow into 
manhood. 

That is taken from a letter a moth- 
er wrote to me. 

It seems to me that this mother’s 
letter implies more than the first 
thought that meets the mind's eye.

|B. Mitchell, in charge of the organi- 
zation plan. He will tour the state in 
interest of the bureau. 

‘There is no greater proof of friend- 
ship than understanding, “according 
to Bishop Higgs, “and if the white 
man docs not undepstand us in 300 
years, after having reared us and 
taught us what we know, had us drive 
his carriage and till his fields, accord- 
ing to his direction for 300 years, now 
to say that we must leave for some 
other section is nonsense, It was the 
white man who placed us in the south- 
ern section of the country and these 
300 years have made the south our 
natural home. 

“It is very fitting therefore, for the 
negro to remember that it took the 
white man 5,000 years to arrive at 
his present standing in the world and 
that he took us along with him just 
360 years to share with him in his 
most wonderful result of our stay with 
‘him and under his administration of 
affairs. It is said that we have out- 
stripped any race or group that ever 
‘lived in so short a time. Now let us 
; not deceive ourselves, but be patient 


and not hasty. 
. “Let us stop grumbling and go to

M. Markowitz was found guilty by 
a jury in Judge Edgar FE. Pomeroy’s 
division of Fulton superior court Fri- 
day on an indictment charging for- 
gery of a check for $2,385 on a local 
bank and was sentenced to serve sev- 
en years on the chaingang. 

Markowitz was indicted recently by 
the Fulton county grand jury in six 
cases charging forgery of checks on 
Atlanta banks. There are five other 
eases pending against him which will 
be tried immediately, according to. at- 
taches in the office of Solicitor Gerr- 
eral John A. Boykin. 

According to evidence Markowitz 
went to a local bank during busy 
hours just prior to closing time ard 
deposited a number of checks to his 
account. The prosecution alleged that 
the checks were fictitious and were 
signed by Markowitz who was known 
by several aliases. 

Early Monday he would rush into 
the bank and state that he wanted a 
check cashed for a specified amount, 
less than the amount deposited, and 
bank employees would cash it. 

After receiving approximately $4,- 
000 from Atlanta banks in this man- 
ner Markowitz fled to New York, 
where he was arrested recently. Ex- 
tradition papers were granted and the 
defendant was brought back to At- 
lanta to stand trial. L. P. Whitfield, 
of the American Bankers’ association, 


| returned him to Atlanta. 


En route to this city Markowitz -s 
alleged to have explained to Officez 
Whitfield that his mother, who lives 
in Poland, was in destitute circum- 
stances and that he got the money to 
send to her. Receipts showing that 
the money had been sent to the for- 
eign country were shown Officer 
Whitfield by Markowitz, it is stated.

When news of the “healer’s” arrest 
spread through the negro section this 
afternoon a crowd of about 100 per- 
sons gathered at the county jail and 
are said to have conducted themselves 
in a threatening. manner. Some of 
them voiced their intention of taking 
Grace and his assistant from the au- 
thorities and freeing them, officers re- 
ported. One of the negro men pre- 
vailed on the crowd to disperse, warn- 
ing them that if they persisted in 
standing around, there might he seri- 
ous trouble: 

The “faith” healer and his assis- 
tant were placed in jail on charges 
of practicing medicine ‘without a li- 
cense and inciting to riot. The self- 
styled “prophet” has been swaying 
large audiences of negroes in tent 
meetings in North Birmingham and 
stories of his collecting buckets full 
of money from his congregation had 
reached authorities. 

Grace, a swarthy faced man, who 
claims to be a native of Portugal, was 
accompanied by two negro women in a 
large automobile when arrested. He 
was placed under $5,000 bond. 

His career was brought to a close 
as a result of a sermon said to have 
been Thursday night when he is 
charged with urging 2,000 negroes to 
stand up their “rights,” and obtain 
social equality. A squad of police and 
state law enforcement officers attend- 
ed the meeting. 

The “faith” healer claims to have 
effected many miraculous cures. He 
had been selling “charmed” handker- 
chiefs, prayer books and other tokens 
which he claimed would ward off ill- 
ness and trouble.

Probe Is Ordered 


Chicago, IIL, June 4-—Chief Jus- 
tice Lynch, of the criminal court, to- 
day, on petition of State’s Attorney 
Crowe, ordered a special grand jury 
‘mpanelled Monday to take up 
‘charges of wholesale frauds, repeat- 
|ing, ballot box stuffing, and stealing, 
and the reign of terror by hired 
thugs and gunmen at the recent pri- 


mary. 

Judge Daniel P. Trude, candidate 
for county judge, who was defeat- 
ed in the primaries by Joseph P. 
Savage, assistant state’s attorney, 
made the sensational charge yester- 
day, and asked for an investigation. 

State’s Attorney Crowe, who, 
with Al (“Scar Face”) Capone, and 
other vice leaders, was seriously in- 
volved in these charges, has put over 
a decided coup in securing control of 
the investigation. A special prosecu- 
tor, Joseph P. Mahoney, former demo- 
jcratic state senator and now master 
in chancery, has been appointed to 
conduct the investigation. 

Judge Trude’s petition is now be- 
fore Judge McKinley, of the superior 
court and will be heard June 
Hight other petitions for a recount 
lof the ballots are now in court await- 
ling hearing. Practically all of them 
make serious charges of intimida- 
tion of voters, scores of repeaters, 
riding about in 200 automobiles fur- 
nished by saloon keepers, and voting 
in the names of dead men and men 
absent on vacations, stealing of bal- 
lot boxes, and general thuggery at 
the polls. 

All the ballot boxes and ballots 
have been impounded until the matter 
of a recount has been fought out. 
Reports today were that Assistant 
State’s Attorney Savage whose nom- 
ination is contested, may appeal to 
the executive committee of the su- 
perior court to take Judge Trude’s 
petition out of the hands of Judge 
McKinley and assign it to one of 
two other judges who are supposed 
to be more friendly. In any event 
the state’s attorney has secured a 
long jump ahead of his opponents in 
the forthcoming battle, which threat- 
ens to disrupt the republican party in 
iCook county. 


LOCARNO PEACE PACT 
RATIFIED BY FRANCE 


Paris, June 4.—(#)—The senate 
ratified the Locarno security agree- 
ments today, after Premier Briand 
made a plea in their behalf. The vote 
was 272 to 6. 

“The Locarno Pacts,” the premier 
declared, “justify neither exaggerated 


optimism nor the exaggerated pessi- 
mism which they have caused, They 
are relative. They should be regarded 
objectively apart from all party con- 
siderations.” 

The love of peace, he asserted, was 
perfectly compatible with adequate 
national security, and it was the duty 
of France to attempt even the impos- 
sible to prevent war. 

“France and Germany,” he said, 
“are two great peoples each having 
their good qualities and defects. Do 
you believe that those two peoples 
must be eternally condemned to rend 
each other? I cannot, won’t believe 


Germany had been _ criticized for 
signing the Russo-German treaty, 
the premier said, but in his opinion, 
the treaty did not possess the charac- 
ter attributed to it. It was, in effect, 
but a treaty of neutrality, he said.
